of which balance there is in the Millbury National ‘Bank the sum of 
$469.15 deposited in the name of the Trustees, and the sum of $3.71 
in the hands of the Librarian. 

There have been taken out during the year ending March 1, 1877, 
8340 volumes by 470 different persons, and there have been ange to 
the library seventeen new books. 

All available space for books in our library room has been nel aiid 
hence the small addition to the number of volumes. 

We have a lease of the room for an unexpired term of five years, 
and for other town purposes the adjoining room is.under lease to the 
town for the same length of time. 

It is the opinion of the Trustees that these two rooms can be so 
connected as to permit of their use for the library, and at the same 
time not interfere with the use of one of them by the town officers for 
other municipal business, and in such a way as to afford sufficient space 
for the remainder of the term for which they are leased. 

We recommend the town to instruct the Selectmen and ‘Trustees to 
connect the two rooms that they may be used as above suggested, pro- 
vided leave can be had of the lessors. 

If this alteration be authorized and made, we reeeuinene the town 
to raise for the library the coming year the sum of $300, and to ap- 
propriate that sum, and the amount that may be received from the dog 
tax for its care and support. 

If, however, this alteration be not authorized or cannot be made, an 
appropriation of the amount to be received from the dog tax will be 
sufficient for library purposes.

Engineers’ Report. 


In submitting their Annnal Report the engineers would state that 
the fire engines ; belonging to the town, are all in good working order. 

The full complement of men to each company has been maintain- 
ed during the year. 

There have been three fires the past season, one of which, the burn- 
ing of M. A. Lapham’s mill July 29, was the most destructive, 
which has visited the town for many years. ‘The fire department | 
responded promptly, and with the assistance of the steam fire engine 
from Worcester the firé was confined to the property of Mr. Lapham. 
April 26, the cotton mill belonging to the late John G. Wood, was 
burned, and all the fire companies were present, but before either en- 
gine could reach the premises, the fire had made such progress that they 
were entirely useless. April 15, at about 7 o’clock A. M.,a fire was 
discovered in the Armory Block at. which companies, three and four, 
soon arrived, and with the assistance of force pumps at mills near by 
the fire was extinguished. 

The engines all being in good order with a full supply of hose, and no 
extra expenditure being anticipated, we would reccmmend the follow- 
ing appropriations for the ensuing year:
